REFUGEES

ESPIL road is a scene of great 
activity these days. Since the 
arrival of refugees from the 

bombed area of Northern Ireland there 
is constant coming and going to and 
from the premises of the Irish Red 
Cross Society, where these people are 
being cared for. 

The familiar powder-blue ambulances 
and tramway omnibuses which pro- 
vide transport are parked outside, 
together with Army cars, and are sur- 
rounded by a knot of sightseers who 
appear to enjoy the s le of those 
who have undergone their first baptism 
of fire. The police, however, cope 
with this problem and endeavour to dis- 
perse the s'~htseecs. 

Inside th. hall the impression one 
ets is one of optimisyn and patience; 
or these people, who have experienced 

a night of terror which they will 
never forget. are still smiling, and are 
also abundantly grateful for all that is 
being done for them by the Irish Red 
Cross Society, whose helpers are on 
duty night and day. 


THE SCENE WITHIN 


Groups of families sit around on 
chairs--shawl-clad mothers holding 
their babies and keeping check on their 
more boisterous offspring, who are 
playing various children’s games. Some 
women are talking happily to one 
another ; others are looking into space, 
thinking, perhaps, of their relatives, 
buried beneath the debris of their 
homes, and not knowing whether they 
are alive or dead. 
They are free to leave the premises 
at any time, on receipt of a voucher, 
but the majority prefer to stay within 
earshot of the loud-speaker, announcing 
arrangements for their future boarding. 
Very few of those who have come 
had any previous connections south of 
the border, and, as one woman said : 
“The kindness of the Dublin people 
will never be forgotten, and we rea 
now, as never before, that North and 
Soutl; are one country.” 

The response to appeals for food 
and clothing has been magnificent, and 
the meals cooked by the Army and 
served by the canteen helpers are 
greatly appreciated, especially supper, 
where the unlimited jam and marma- 
lade arouse much comment from the 
refugees. —
